Everybody is
fond of good ripe roasting ears, and bow
few take ihe trouble to put them up for
use all the year. Aathieistheproiiertinie
to do It, while tbe grains are in prime or-
der ami the juices are sweetest, we com-
mend tbe following directions from Cole-
man's Rural World, lo our readers :

" Boil the ears a few minutes, (notabove
five three is better than five) then cut
and lay away to dry. An oven, moder-
ately warm, is the best; or take any
method that will soonest dry your corn,
being always careful not to barn it, and
do not lay in lumps o. too thick together,
it will eoou mold. Arouno a stove, or
where there is a good tire, is a good place,
always avoiding dampness, steam, etc.
This is ali : your corn is fit to put away
for next witiu-r'- j use. In using, you are
to restore it, as near as possible, to its
original state. Tills is tea done by thor
oughly soaking in water, tbe v!r re-

He urged
upon all to go the polls, conduct them
selves with becoming propriety and see
to it that nothing occurred to cast a stig-
ma upon the city of Memphis.

Col. Nabors was Introduced and deliv-
ered a short ami forcible address which
Was well received and heartily ap-
plauded.

Eli Glass, a colored man, next spoke,
and cautioned his colored friends to vote
for their own interests and with tbe peo-
ple among whom they bad been raised.
He had worked for Mr. Brownlow five
months, and had never been paid for his
labor. The radical party wanted the
votes of the colored people, bntdid not
want t.. give tin-i- any office. He wanted
to ride in the carriage, and tbe negro to
pull the rraces.

Hon. Dan Able next spoke. He said
we were now on the eve of a great elec-
tion, and he believed all would pass off
quietly. He cautioned colored men
from Arkansas aud Mississippi who
it was said, had been registertd here,
about voting, as the punisbmeut for snob,
a crime was imprisoinent in the peniten-
tiary.

Alderman Tbos. O. Smith being called
upon, said it gave him Joy to meet so
many of his fellow-citizen- s on this occa-
sion from all points in the state. News
was hourly arriving of the bright pros-
pects of the conservative cause. At the
conclusion of his remarks the meeting
adjourned.

Called Meeting of the Board of
Health. A special meeting of the
board of health was held at the office of
Dr. Knode, yesterday afternoon. The
following geutiemen were present : Drs.
Irwin, Pittman, Knode, Rogers, A. K.
Tavlor, Sims, Grant, Brown and FrayBer.

The meeting was called to order t y Dr.
Irwin, aud the proceedings of the pre-
vious meeting were read by the secre-
tary, Dr. Rogers, and on motion of Dr.
Taylor, were adopted.

On the motion of Dr. Taylor, the drug
store of Dr. Greenfield, in the eas.ern
portion of the city, was added to the bix
already designated as dispensaries

Also one autborixing the dispensing
druggists m.med, to till the prescriptions
of nil regular phvsicians for the poor.

A resolution from Dr. Sims prescribing
a disinfectant to be recommentled by the
hoard, provoked an animated discussion.
Dr. (Jraut gave it as bis opinion that
disinfectants will not prevent cholera,
and stated that he did not concur in the
general opiuiou that it arose from the
surroundings, and instanced a bouse on
Mulberry street (No 104) where six per-
sons had died tbe night before, which he
had examined personally, aud found the
buildings aud ground cleanly, lime
having been used freely. Dr. Irwin and
Dr. Sims argued iu favor of the adoption
of the resolution, and the use in buildings
aud premises of some disinfectants.
Dr. Erode also argued very forcibly
that the use of aisiii'ttctanis be recom-
mended, and stated that in bis opinion
leaky cisterns aud well water bad
been the sole cause of the recent cases,
and thought the board should recom-
mend that tiie people should be urged to
use no water except pure cistern water.
After some further discussion the follow-
ing amendment was offered by Dr. Ir-
win aud adopted :

Resolved, that the secretary of tbe
board ii'rnisb to the sanitary police tbe
proper disinrectiiuta to be najd iu houses
or localilies where tbe cholera appeals'.

By Dr. Oram :

Jietoivtd. that tbe board of health
recommend to the people of Memphis to
disinfect their wafer closets by a strong
solution of sulphate of iron (eaaaraa) dis-
solved in water and thriven into them
once week. Adopted.

By Dr Knode :

Retired, That one physician be ap-
pointed to prescribe for and visit the in-

digent sick of each ward, to be select! d
from the members of the Ixiard of health
or otherwise, and that they shall have
regular i.itice bourn, which shall be pub-
lished in i lie city papers, inri said narjJr
ciaiia shall receive as fcyart

per month, in currency. Which was
adopted, Dr. (Jrant voting in the nega-
tive.
